FOR $3,078,940,331 


SubmitsA ppropriations 
‘for 1924. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Appro- 
priations aggregating $3,078,940,331 for 
the fiacal year beginning next July 1 
were proposed today to congress by 
President Harding in the second an- 
nual federal budget.. This is exclusive 
of the postal service and compares with 
actual appropriations for this fiscal 
year totalling $3,274,238,690. 
Government expenditures for the 
coming fiscal year, also exclusive of 
the postal service, were estimated at 
$3,180,843,234, as compared with an es- 
timiate of $3,703, * 71 for this fiscal 
year and an actual outlay of$3,795,302,.- 
499 for the fiscal year ended last 
June 80. 
The total federal revenue fo 1924 
was reckoned at $3,361,812,369, or an 
excess Of $180,969,125 over projected 
expenditures. The estimated revenue 
for this fiscal year was 53.429,86 2,959. 
or $273,938,712 less than the expected 
outlay. 
Mr. Harding said, however, that it 
was hoped to eliminate this defici be- 
fore the end of the year, adding t if 
this hope were net real the Ex- 
pected surplus for 1924.

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Rumors of Spring Strike 
at Renewed Sessions. 


88 that may 0 into open 
threats of another coal miners’ strike 
April 1 were heard yesterday as 
bituminous operators from fourteen 
states arrived here for a joint cdnfer- 
ence tomorrow—the second within a 
month—with officials of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 

The purpose of the joint meeting is 
to formulfte a plan for negotiating a 
wage scale at a conference scheduled 
for Jan. 3 in Cleveland. A similar 
effort ended in a deadlock less than 
three weeks ago, when the two groups 
were in session here. 

If no better results come from the 
impending parley, according to some 
foreéasts, the Cleveland conference 
will not be held. 4 

Operators in Session. 

The o tors. were in session by 
themselves’ at the Congress hotel dur- 
ing the day and resume deliberations 
today, planning for the joint meeting. 

The present aim is not to draft pro- 
visions of an eee 
working conditions, but merely to de- 
termine on what basis such an agree- 
ment may be reached—whether it is to 
be national in scope, or whether nego- 
tiations are to be by districts or, per- 
haps, by states. 

The contract in force before the 
strike of last spring was known as the 
four state agreement, covering Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio and western Pennsylva- 
nia. Agreements binding operators 
and the mine union in other soft coal 
states were, while not identical, based 
on this. Failure of the two groups 
to get together for a renewal of con- 
tracts caused the strike. 


Miners Want Old Pian. 


Indications at previous meetings have 
been that the operators favor negotia 
tion by districts, while the mine union 
chiefs, including President John I.

Detroit, Toledo and Ironton Railroad 
company, before George Donaldson, no- 
tary public, in Detroit, in connection 
with injunction proceedings brought 
by minority stockholders of the road.

The application is a step in the 
minority stockholders’ suit begun last 
year, which seeks to prevent the rail- 


road giving a lease on its lines to the 
Detroit and Ironton railroad, which, 
the petitioners claim, is controlled by 
Mr. Ford “as completely as is the De- 
troit, Toledo, and Ironton.” 

Make Holdings Worthless. 

The proposed leasing of the lines, it 
was claimed, would make worthless the 
holdings of the minority stockholders 
who refused to sell their holdings. Only 
the refusal of the interstate commerce 


commission to sanction the 
lease, the petition said, has prevented 
‘consummation of the project. 

The petition quotes an alleged in- 
terview between Mr. Ford and William 
Atherton Dupuy, in which the auto- 
mobile man told how he would operate 
the Pennsylvania or the New Tork 
Central railroads if he controlled them. 

“The first thing to be done any- 
where,” Mr. Ford is quoted as having 
said, “ is to reorganize by getting rid 
of unproductive stockholders. of 
course, if such a course were attempt- 
ed, we could expect a great outcry for 
the protection of capital.
